3 of the Essential Commodities Act , 1955 (Central 
Act 10 of 1955 ) read with the Government of India ,

1. Short title and commencement. = ( 1 ) This 
Order may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu Food 
stuffs Dealers Licensing (Amendment ) Order , 1985 . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to Article 309 of the Constitution , read with the 
Government of India , Ministry of External Affairs, 
New Delhi Notification No. F.7 ( 11 ) /62- Goa dated 
the 25th July , 1963 , the Lieutenant Governor of 
Goa , Daman and Diu hereby makes the following 
rules amending the Government of Goa , Daman and 
Diu , Office of the Commandant General Home 
Guards and Director of Civil Defence , Panaji , Group 
C (Non -ministerial Non -Gazetted ) post of Platoon 
Commander , Recruitment Rules , 1984 issued under 
Notification of even number dated the 13th Sep 
tember , 1984 and published in the Official Gazette , 
Series I, No. 26 dated the 27th September, 1984 
namely : 

1. Short title and commencement. ( i). These 
rules may be called the Government of Goa , Daman 
and Diu , Office of the Commandant General Home 
Guards and Director of Civil Defence , Panaji, Group 
" C" (Non -Ministerial Non -Gazetted ) post Recruit 
ment (First amendment ) Rules , 1985 .

5. Sanction of Pension . ( 1 ) On receipt of the appli 
cation and on being satisfied about the eligibility of 
the applicant for the pension in accordance with 
the provision of section 3B of the Act, the Secretary 
shall make an order in Form - II , sanctioning the pen 
sion and communicate the sanction order to the 
person concerned , the Directorate of Accounts , 
Panaji and to the Office of the Joint Director of 
Audit, Panaji .

6. Authorisation for payment of pension . — (1 ) 
On receipt of the order sanctioning pension under 
rule 5 , the Director of Accounts , Panaji, shall pre 
pare a Pension Payment Order and forward the same 
to the Treasury Officer . 

( 2 ) Each Pension Payment Order shall be in two 
halyes , of which one known as the disburser s half 
shall be kept in the Treasury at which payment is to 
be made, in such a manner that the pensioner shall 
not have access thereto and the other known as pen 
sioner s half shall be delivered to the pensioner in 
person when he appears to receive payment of the 
pension for the first time. 

( 3 ) In issuing a Pension Payment Order , the Di 
rector of Accounts , Panaji, shall attach to each half 
of the Order a specimen signature of the pensioner 
if he can sign his name, or the thumb and finger 
impressions of the left hand of the pensioner if he 
cannot sign his name. 

(4 ) A Pensioner shall produce his half of the Pen 
sion Payment Order before the Treasury Officer 
whenever he claims payment of his pension and no 
payment shall be made unless the same is produced 
before the Treasury Officer : 


1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These 
rules may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu (Pay 
ment of Pension to Members of the Legislative As 
sembly ) Rules , 1985 . 

(2 ) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1st January , 1982.

(6 ) The Treasury Officer shall be responsible for 
deducting from the pension payment excess amount, 
if any, resulting from previous overpayment as may 
be indicated by the Director of Accounts, Panaji. 


16. Miscellaneous . - Regarding other procedural 
matters , the rules governing sanction of pension and 
payment to Government servants under the Central 
Civil Services Pension Rules , 1972 and the Central 
Treasury Rules shall apply wherever necessary .
